The Removal of den. Fremout. 


At last, after many weeks labor in pre- 


paring the public mind, Geo. Fremont has 
been removed. If this had been done af- 
ter the war department had obtained satis- 
factory information that Fremont was either 
incapable or corrupt, in a quiet manner, in 
the usual way, the public would have been 
satisfied, until a court martial had revealed 
the whole truth. But the cowardly and 
sneaking manner in which charges have 
been made against him, by tbe secretary of 
war and his clerk Thomas, by the associa- 
ted telegraphic despatches wbich have 'the 
sanction of R government censor, and by 
prcaics in the secrets of tho war depart- 
ment, are evidences that the commander of 
the western department ia the victim of a 
conspiracy which ha.s long been organized 
to put him out of tho way for some other 
reason than because he is incompetent. 
Somebody at Washington was afraid of 
him because he was gaining tbb hearts of 
the people by prosecuting the war with a 
vigor too robust and direct to suit the tor- 
turous nud compromising disposition of 
mere politicians. Hence hia removal. 


The cruel manner in which O«n. Fre- 


mont has been pursued by hia enemies in 
the rear, while organizing hia army and 
during hia march in pursuit of hia other 
braver and mora manly foes in front, has 
culminated ut lust iu depriving him of his 
command, just on the eve of battle. 
Even 


while the rebel M attack hid sentinels at night, 
comes an order tint he must give up all his 
cherished plans nnd labors, and turn his back 
upon the fiul<i on which he had hoped to 
convict his enemies of the slanders so lav- 
ishly heaped upon him. 
Could they not 


give him this single opportunity to redeem 
his name from the odium cast upon it by 
falsehood and detraction ? 


The touching devotion of hia army to 


hir.1 on this trying occasion ia an evidence 
fur more weighty as to bis ability to com- 
mand and of the faithful nnd competent 
discharge of his duties, than any thing else 
that could have been offered. 
His soldiers 


and officers know him aud i.re good judges 
of capacity. And bis noble appeal to them 
to continue their support to thair new com- 
mander, (although he is a bitter enemy,) 
shows that he is ready now as ever to forget 
self, in discharging his whole duty to his 
country. 


We deeply regret the cou:ae pursued to- 


wards Gen. Fremont. The public mind ia 
everywhere exasperated in view of its 
injustice, and we much foar an injury has 
been inflicted upon the cause of the coun- 
try wbich time will hardly efface. 
It leads 


us to fear that cowardice, imbecility and 
treachery are characteristics of at least a 
portion of the administration a? it is now 
constitated. Apprehending thin where can 
we place our confidence. 


Tat FRBWONT PURCHASK OP Aims.— 


The charge of Adjutant-General Thomas 
about Gen. Fremont's purchase of arms in 
Europe, id disposed of by a writer to the 
New York Tribune, who states, from posi- 
tive knowledge, that the purchase was 2,000 
rifles, 500 revolvers, 8 rifled cannon, with 
shot and shell, and 2,000,000 percussion 
cap«; and that the rifles were so highly 
approved that Secretary Cameron sent an 
order to Mr. Adams and Mr. Dayton to 
buy 20,000 more of the same kind; that Mr 
Schuyler, the special agent afterward sent 
out by the government to buy arena, offered 
to buy 100,000 rifles of the same pattern, 
aud did buy all he could. Also, that Gun. 
Fremont paid $16 for the rifles, and want- 
ed to buy 100.000 more, and could have 
bought them at the same pric«, bttt was not 
permitted by the govHrnmont; and that 
they have since been sold by other parties 
to the government at $27 each. 


The arms which Gen. Fremont did bay, 


amounted to bnt $50,000 or $60,000 ; and 
an Adjutant-General ought to know better 
than to give currency iu his otfi?ial report 
to a story that somebody wrote, that on 
thia purchase hia share of the profits waa 
$30,000.—Cincinnati Gazette. 


Adjutant General Thomas reports that 


Gen. Fremont has taken the field within- 
sufficient equipment, clothing and transpor- 
tation for his army. This ia a singular 
specification in a charge against Geo. Fre- 
mont. No one knows better than Adjutant 
General Thomas and the Secretary of War 
why Gon. Fremont'* army ia unprovided 
with the moans necessary to its success and 
efficiency. 
For two months Gen. Fremont 


has had no money to purchase equipments; 
and the department waa careful that he 
should have uo credit by telegraphing all 
over the country that his requisitions had 
been rejected. If anybody is to be remov- 
ed for the insufficient equipment of Gen. 
Fremont's army, or for its suffering or fail- 
ure in consequence of its want of clothing 
or means of transportation, it is not Gen. 
Fremont who should suffer the penalty. 
Another instance which shows how the zeal 
of Adjutant General Thomas causes htm 
to scatter in hia charges i* one which ac- 
cuses Gen. Fremont in one place of hurry- 
ing the purchase and inspection of nulei, 
and in another charges him with tncompe- 
teucy for ordering Gen. Hunter to move 
with forty one wagons, when Gen. Hunter 
bad but forty mule*.— Cincinnati Gazette.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5, 


Thia afternoon's Times has some partic- 


ulars of the late fight at Gauley Bridge. 
The engagement was not a general battle, 
but rather a warm skirmish in which the 
enemy were repulsed with great loss. 
The 


action commenced by the rebels, who open- 
ed two batteries on our lines near Gauley 
Bridge, but though the firing continued all 
day little or no damage waa done—not one 
mail being killed. 
Late iu the day our ar- 


tillery was brought to bear, and the rebel 
fire was soon silenced. 


A train was fired upon about the same 


time, some miles up the river, and three 
men killed. On Friday night Benhatn's 
brigade moved down the river to Ganley 
Bridge and ferried across in a flat boat 
which the rebels had previously sunk. 
He 


moved along the base of the hill upon which 
the rebel batteries had been planted, intend- 
ing to go down BS far as Loup Creek, three 
or four miles below, where there ia a gap 
in the mountains, through which ia a road 
Icuding to the rear of where tho rebels are 
encamped. 


Removal or Fremont. 


SPRINOFIKLD, Mo., Nov. 3. 


Yesterday small bodies of the enemy 


came within twelve miles of us, and news 
was received of the approach of their ad- 
vance, 28,000 strong. Preparations were 
making to go out and attack them, when 
Gen. Fremont received tbe unconditional 
order from Washington relieving him of 
his command. 
Simultaneously came the 


newspapers announcing the fact. 
The in- 


telligence spread like wild fire throughout 
the camps, and created indescribable ex- 
citement and indignation. Great numbers 
of officers signified their intention to resign 
at once, and many companies laid down 
their arms declaring they would fight under 
no one but Fremont. The General sper t 
much of the afternoon expostulating with 
the officers, and urging them by their pat- 
riotUm and personal regard for him, not to 
abandon their posts. He also issued the 
following farewell order to the troops:

the noble array which I had thus far 
helped to bring together. Soldiers — I re- 
gret to leave you — most sincerely do I thank 
you for the regard- end confidence you have 
invariably shown to me. I deeply regret 
that I shall not have the honor to loud you 
to the victory which you are just about to 
win, 
but I shall claim to share with you in 


tbe joy of every triumph, and trust always 
to be gratefully remembered by my com- 
panions in arms.

The feeling ran intensely high during 


the whole of last evening, and there waa 
mutiny almost everywhere. The various 
bands seranaded the general, and whenever 
he appeared he waa greeted with cheers. 
Although after notifying Gen. Hunter, as 
his order directed, he had no longer com- 
mand over the troops, be spent several 
hours in making personal examination of 
the ground about the city, to be prepared 
for a battle, and in accordance with a writ- 
ten request from all the brigadier generals 
here, he remained through the night to lead 
the army in case of au attack. 
All thu 


troops slept on their arras, many officers 
remained up all night, aud au attack was 
hourly expected ; but nothing more occur- 
red than the firing oa our pickets on two 
different roads. The enemy are now en- 
camped on the old Wilson creek battle 
ground. 


Gen. Fremont is prepared to leave for 


St. Louis, and will go as soon as General 
Pope arrives, who has been went 'forward 
and will take command till General Hunter 
gets here. ^ Universal gloom prevails 
throughout the camps. A battle will un- 
doubtedly occur before long. Our troops 
will meet the enemy firmly, but they arc; 
disheartened and have tost their enthusiasm. 
The body guard, who could not lituu been 
induced to remain, aud who will now dis-

The Removal ofGeii. Fremont. 


At lasl, after many weeks labor in pre- 


paring the public mind, Geo. Kremont has 
been removed. If this had been done af- 
ter the war department had obtained satis- 
factory information that Fremont wag either 
incapable or corrupt, in a quiet manner, in 
the usual way, the public would have been 
satisfied, until a court martial had revealed 
the whole truth. But the cowardly and 
sneaking manner in which charges have 
been made against him, by the secretary of 
war and his clerk Thomas, by the associa- 
ted telegraphic despatches which have "the 
sanction of "a government censor, and by 
presses in the secrets of the war depart- 
ment, are evidences that the commander of 
tbe western department is the victim of a 
conspiracy which has long been organized 
to put him out of the way for some other 
reason than because he is incompetent. 
Somebody at Washington was afraid of 
him because he was gaining the hearts of 
tbe people by prosecuting the war with a 
vigor too robust and direct to suit the tor- 
turous aud compromising disposition of 
mere politicians. Hence his removal. 


The cruel manner in which Gan. Fre- 


mont has been pursued by his enemies in 
the rear, while organizing bis army and 
during his march in pursuit of his other 
braver and mora manly foes in front, has 
culminated at last in depriving him of his 
command; jast on tbe eve of battle. Even 
while the rebehi attack his sentinels at night, 
comes an order thit he must give up all his 
cherished plans and labors, and turn his back 
upon the field on which he had hoped to 
convict his enemies of the slanders so lav- 
ishly heaped upon him. 
Could they not 


give him this single opportunity to redeem 
his name from the odium cast upon it by 
falsehood and detraction ? 


The touching devotion of his army to 


him on this trying occasion is an evidence 
far more weighty as to his ability to com- 
mand and of the faithful and competent 
discharge of his duties, than any thing else 
that could have been offered. 
His soldiers 


and officers know him and i.re good judges 
of capacity. And his noble appeal to them 
to continue their support to thsir new com- 
mander, (although he is a bitter enemy,) 
shows that he is ready now as ever to forget 
self, in discharging his whole duty to his 
country. 


We deeply regret the course pursued to- 


wards Gen. Fremont. The public mind ia 
everywhere exasperated in view of its 
injustice, and we much fear an injury has 
been inflicted upon the cause of the coun- 
try which time will hardly efface. 
It leads 


us to fear that cowardice, imbecility and 
treachery are characteristics of at least a 
portion of the administration as it is now 
constituted. Apprehending this where can 
we place our confidence. 


THE FREMONT PURCHASE OF ARMS.— 


The charge of Adjutant-General Thomas 
about Gen. Fremont's purchase of arms in 
Europe, ia disposed of by a writer to the 
New York Tribune, who states, from posi- 
tive knowledge, that the purchase was 2,000 
rifles, 500 revolvers, 8 rifled cannon, with 
shot and shell, and 2,000,000 percussion 
capn; and that the rifles were so highly 
approved that Secretary Cameron sent an 
order to Mr. Adams and Mr. Dayton to 
buy 20,000 more of the same kind; that Mr 
Sehnyler. the special agent afterward sent 
out by the government to buy arms, offered 
to bay 100,000 rifles of the same pattern, 
and did bny all he could. Also, that Gen. 
Fremont paid $16 for the rifles, and want- 
ed to buy 100.000 more, and could have 
bought them at the same prioe, but was riot 
permitted by the government; and that 
they have since been sold by other parties 
to the government at $27 each. 


The firms which Gen. Fremont did bny, 


amounted to bnt $50,000 or $60,000 ; and 
an Adjutaat-General ought to know better 
than to give currency in his official report 
to a story that somebody wrote, that on 
this purchase his share of the profits was 
$30,000,— Cincinnati Gazelle. 


Adjutant General Thomas reports that 


Gen. Fremont has taken the field with in- 
sufficient equipment, clothing and transpor- 
tation for his army. This is a singular 
specification in a charge against Gen. Fre- 
mont. No one knows better than Adjutant 
General Thomas and the Secretary of War 
why Gen. Fremont's army ia unprovided 
with the means necessary to its success and 
efficiency. 
For two months Gen. Fremont 


has had no money to purchase equipments; 
and the department -was careful that he 
should have no credit by telegraphing all 
over the country that his requisitions had 
been rejected. 
If anybody is to be remov- 


ed for the insufficient equipment of Gen. 
Fremont's army, or for its BnBering or fail- 
nre in consequence of its want of clothing 
or means of transportation, it is not Gan. 
Fremont who should suffer the penalty. 
Another instance which shows how the zeal 
of Adjutant General Thomas causes him 
to scatter in his charges is one which ac- 
cuses Gen, Fremont in one place of hurry- 
ing the purchase and inspection of mules, 
and in another charges him with incorape- 
tency for ordering Gen, Hunter to move 
with forty-one wagons, when Gen. Hunter 
had but forty mules.—Cincinnati Gazette.

time, some miles op the river, and three 
men killed. On Friday night Benham's 
brigade moved down the river to Gauley 
Bridge and ferried across in a flat boat 
which the rebels had previously sunk. 
He 


moved along the base of the hill upon which 
(lie rebel batteries had been planted, intend- 
ing to go down as far as Loup Creek, three 
or four miles below, where there is a gap 
in the mountains, through which is a road 
leading to the rear of where the rebels are 
encamped. 


Removal ol Fremont. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 3. 


Yesterday small bodies of the enemy 


came within twelve miles of us, and news 
was received of the approach of their ad- 
vance, 28,000 strong. Preparations were 
making to go out and attack them, when 
Gen. Fremont received the unconditional 
order from Washington relieving him of 
his command. Simultaneously came the 
newspapers announcing the fact. 
The in- 


telligence spread like wild fire throughout 
the camps, and created indescribable ex- 
citement and indignation. Great numbers 
of officers signified their intention to resign 
at once, and many companies laid down 
their arms declaring they would fight under 
no one but Fremont! The General spent 
much of the afternoon expostulating with 
the officers, and urging them by their pat- 
riotism and personal regard for him, not to 
abandon their posts. He 'also issued the 
following farewell order to the troops : 


HEAD QOAKIHW WSSTIBH DEPARTMENT. 1 


Spxraaram Mo. Nov. 4. j 
Soldiers of the Mississippi valley .-Agreea- 


ble to orders this day received I take leave of 
you ; although our army has been of sucl- 
ben growth we .hare grown up together, 
and I have become familiar with the brave 
and generous spirits which you bring to 
the defense of your country aud which 
makes me anticipate for you a brilliant 
career. Continue as you have begun and 
give to my successor the same cordial and 
enthusiastic support with which you have 
encouraged ma. Emulate the splendid 


example which you have already before 
yon, and let me remain as I am, proud of 
the noble army which I had thus far 
helped to bring together. 
Soldiers—I re- 


gret to leave you—most sincerely do I thank 
you for the regard<and confidence you have 
invariably shown to me. I deeply regret 
that I shall Dot have the honor to l?a(' you 
to the victory which you are just about to 
win, but I shall claim to share with you in 
the joy of every triumph, and trust always 
to be gratefully remembered by my com- 
panions in arms.

The feeling ran intensely high during 


the whole of last evening, and there was 
mutiny almost everywhere^ The various 
bands seranaded the general, and whenever 
he appeared he was greeted with cheers. 
Although after notifying Gen. Hunter, as 
his order directed, he had no longer com- 
mand over the troops, he spent several 
hours in making personal examination of 
the ground about the city, to be prepared 
for a battle, and in accordance with'a writ- 
ten request from all the brigadier generals 
here, he remained through the night to lead 
the army in case of an attack. All the 
troops slept on their arms, many officers 
remained up all night, and an attack was 
hourly expected ; but nothing more occur- 
red than the firing on our pickets on two 
different roads. The enemy are now en- 
camped on the old Wilson creek battle 
ground. 


Gen. Fremont is prepared to leave for 


St. Louis, and will go as soon as General 
Pope arrives, who has been sentrfcrward 
and will take command till General Hunter 
gets here. -> Universal gloom prevails 
throughout the camps. A battle will un- 
doubtedly occur before long. Our troops 
will meet the enemy firmly, but they are 
disheartened and have lost their enthusiasm. 
The body guard, who could not have been 
induced to remain, and who will now dU- 
band, as the terms of their enlistment 
permit, 
accompany 
General 
Fremont, 


and also his entire staff, including General 
Asboth, commander of the first division. 
Gen. Fremont will permit no demonstration 
from the troops on his departure. 


BOSTON, Nov. 5. 


The vote at the Massachusetts election, 


to-day, was remarkably small, not much 
over half of that of last year. The vote of 
Boston for governor is as follows :—An- 
drew, 5,917 ; Davis, democrat, 5,281. 
The 


vote in 52 cities and towns foot np aa fol- 
lows :—Andrew, 18,381; Davis, 9,211; ad- 
ditional towns show a majority for Andrew 
of about two to one. A democrat is pro- 
bably elected to the senate from Boston. 
The legislature is strongly republican. Th e 
chief interest was in Burlingarae's old dis- 
trict, where Sam. Hooper, republican, is 
elected over G. B. Upton, democrat, by 
900 majority. 
Cha's G. Loring, of Boston, 


and Gov. Clifford, of New Bedford, nre 
elected to the senate on republican ticket. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 5. 


The steam gun-boat Florida, one of the 


naval expedition, has returned to the navy 
yard disabled. She left the expedition on 
Friday night off Cape Fear. She reports 
that the fleet encountered a heavy gale soon 
after leaving Hampton, but it died out on 
Wednesday, and again revived on Thursday 
from the southeast. 
On Thursday night 


the machinery of the Florida was disabled, 
but not seriously, and can be repaired in 
three days, when she will resume her voy- 
age. She had ne troops on board. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. 


It appears from the official statement that 


the amount of drafts upon the treasury last 
month was $10,500,000, of which 6,600,- 
000 were drawn from New Yerk. The un- 
available bullion fund is $902,000. 
The 


total balance to the dredit of the United 
States treasury in the states, now under in- 
surrectionary control, is stated at $6,500,- 
000, and after making a deduction for the 
unavailable gives the available balance 
$4,500,000. . 


ST. JOHNS, N. F., Oct. 4. 


Parties have again commenced cutting 


the telegraph wires. It was cut Sunday, 
and again yesterday. There has been more 
rioting at Harbor Grace. One policeman 
was killed, and others badly wouuded. A 
man-of-war has gone there, and a detach- 
ment of troops will soon follow.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 2. 


Reliable information has been received 


here from different sources that Gen. Price 
was at Cassville on Thursday with 25,000 
men, and McCalloch ten miles this side of 
that place with 10,000 more, with the inten- 
tion of marching on Springfield aad offer- 
ing us battle on the old Wilson Creek 
grounds. McCulloeh was expecting 10,000 
additional troops from Arkansas. Large 
numbers of residents of Green, Jasper and 
other adjoining counties, recently joined 
Price's army, and many of our officers 
think that the rebel force now numbers 
nearly 60,000. Gen. Fremont has been np 
nearly the whole of the past five nights, 
making the most perfect arrangements for 
a battle, and the confidence of the army in 
him was never so great as at present. 


Gens. Lane and Sturgis have arrived, 


and McKinstry is hourly expected. 


LATER.—Nov. 3d.—Gen, Fremont and 


staff left for St. Louis thin morning. He ia 
accompanied by his body guard, and will 
reach St. Louis Wednesday.

Tennessee.

the 24th. 


Richmond papers say that Gen. Evans 


fought at Leesburgh, contrary to orders, 
and is to be co.urt-martialed ; and that the 
federal loss at that engagement, is 2,000 
killed and wounded. 


The Knoxville Register says that the 


rebel loss at Wild Cat, was only five killed 
and twenty-three wounded. 


Col. Fichlin asks reinforcements from 


Richmond, and fears the federals will cut 
of Prestonburg, Kentucky, from communi- 
cation with Virginia. 


Beanregard's official report of the battle 


of Manassas, says 399 rebels were killed, 
1,200 wounded, and that the federals lost 
4,000 killed, wounded and prisoners. 
He 


says hia entire force there was 28,000, of 
which one-fourth only, were engaged. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. 


On good authority we learn that Gen. 


Wool has tendered his resignation. 


Gen. Heintgleman has declined hunting 


for stray negroes. The rebels between the 
Chain bridge and Miner's Hill fired on our 
pickets to day. The extreme pickets of 
our army and the rebels, in the direction of 
Occaquau, had a friendly interview Sunday, 
one rebel, claiming to be an impressed Penu- 
aylvanian, said many regiments bad been 


withdrawn to Richmond, and others expect- 
ed to follow. 


About 14,000 Maryland voters are believ- 


ed to be in the rebel army. 
The piece par- 


ty will poll a heavy vote in tbe southern 
counties, but the Union ticket is sure to 
carry the state by a large majority. 


The rebels are thought to be building a 


large number of flat boats at Quintoc creek. 


Herald's dispatch,—A scont from Vir- 


ginia reports Beanregard's army stationed 
to the right of Braddock's road, between 
Fairfax and Centerville, 100,000 strong, 
with 200 pieces of artillery, but indifferent- 
ly manned crd cannoniers undisciplined. 
The quartermaster's department is deficient 
in wagons and many troops barefoot. The 
Virginia troops are dispirited ; those whose 
term of enlistment haa expired wont re-en- 
list and desert every day. 
Scouting parties 


from Gen. Smith's division, in the direction 
of Fairfax Court House, report that the 
rebel pickets have advanced within a mile 
and a half of Vienna. 
A considerable reb- 


el force is at Fairfax Court House, aud 
rebel troops are being thrown west to the 
vicinity of Leesburg. 


FORT MONBOE, Nov. 4. 


The following extract is from the Rich- 


mond Examiner of Nov. 4th, and is from 
the report of Capt. Hunter, dated off the 
coast of North Carolina, in the confederate 
steamer Curlew, Oct. 30th : 


At dawn yesterday we started, and on 


our way looked in at Beacon Island, Ocean 
Creek, but saw nothing with certainty of 
the enemy at or near either point. We 
then started for Hatteras Inlet, when, near 
the position of the inner buoy, the enemy 
opened fire upon us from the fort and two 
or three of their steamers, without injuring 
us. In coming, within easy range we sight- 
ed the rifled gun at the Harriet Lane and 
Qred. The fort and steamers continued to 
dre at us as rapidly as possible. 
We fired 


six shells, and the steam gun at them five 
times. It is uncertain whether the enemy 
sustained any injury. 
The vandals fired 


23 shells at us, only one of which came 
near. Feeling that I had carried out the 
spirit of your instructions, I withdrew and 
waited within half a mile of the buoy, hop- 
ing to draw the steamers outside. 
When 


we fired the steam gun the fort relumed 
the shot. 
We stood back and fired another 


shell and took our departnre. 
All hands 


displayed great, enthusiasm, and seemed de- 
lighted when one steamer began moving 
towards us. There were at anchor inside 
16 sailing vessels and 3 steamers." 


The steamer Spanlding is hourly expected 


at Fort Monroe, and we will then have the 
news of the fight. Nothing has been heard 
from Hatteras for two weeks. 


The Richmond Examiner of Nov. 4th, 


says the work on the Merriraac is still un- 
completed, and there are great complaints 
of the imperfection of the iron work, as fur- 
nished by the foundry there, and adds : "It 
is certainly high time she was completed." 


The correspondent of the Examiner com- 


plains that Gov. Letcher, who had visited 
the Peninsula to look after ihe situation, 
had done nothing on arriving there but eat, 
hunt, fish and drink. 


BUFFALO, Nov. 6.

GAUKTTE:— Having noticed in a 


Gazette a few daya aince, the manner in 
which the Maine boys cut down trees, I will 
tell you how the Badger boys cut down the 
groves which shelter the retreats of the 
rebels. Although the Piue State boys are 
ahrewd choppers, having been brought up 
wilh on ftse in their handa, and while I 
would not underrate them as laborers, still, 
judging from what I have seen here :D 
" Dix»>," I must coutend that the Badger 
boys are equal to, if uot superior to them in 
that kind of business. We cut away a 
grove in this manner :— We first find oat 
the direction we wish the trees to fall, then 
cut alt of them a little more than half off, 
and when we have been through the grove 
in thi.s m&itni>r, then at tha word we start 
three or four trees on one side of the grove, 
which will all tl e right way, and as they 
fall on thosj treed next to them, they too 
fall in tin! required direction, and thus the 
whole grove goes down at once, in one im- 
passable mass. 
We always try to fall all of 


the trees in a grovo the same way, (the 
tops from t! o camp) and leave them hang- 
ing to tin; stumps, thus making an almost 
impassable barrier to any one trying to 
come to the camps. 
When we encamp in 


a place where there can be the least danger 
of the rebeld coming to attack us, the firat' 
labor we perform is to fall trees in this man- 
ner, the distance of loug cannon range all 
around the fioiula of our encampment, 
where uti uttack cuuld poddiLIu be made. — 
We have felled groves in the way I have 
de.K'ribud, and mada the trees all fall from 
the camp, when liutl we fulleu them one by 
otie naurly half of them would have fallen

and take out hath heud.s, place it over the 
outer end of the trench which is left open 
and the machine id ready for use. Two 
men can make one of tbeae fire-places or 
stove.s (as wo cull them) iu an hour, and 
thus we ure enabled to keep our tents both 
dry uud warm.

DEAK GAZETTE :—Having noticed in a 


Gazette a few days since, the manner in 
which the Maine boys cut down trees, I will 
tell you how the Badger boys out down the 
groves which shelter the retreats of the 
rebels. Although the Fipe State boys are 
shrewd choppers, having been brought up 
with an axe in their hands, and while I 
would not underrate them as laborers, still, 
judging from what I have seen here in 
"Dixie/'I must contend that the Badger 
boys are equal to, if not superior to them in 
that kind of business. We out away a 
grove'in this manner:—We first find out 
the direction we wish the trees to fall, then 
cut all of them a little more than half off, 
and when we have been through the grove 
iu this manner, then at the word we start 
three or four trees on one side of the grove, 
which will -'all tlie right way, and as they 
fall on thos.» trees next to them, tliey too 
fall iu the required direction, and thus the 
whole grove goes down at once, in ona im- 
passable mass. 
We always try to fall all of 


the trees in a grove the same way, (the 
tops from the camp) and leave them hang- 
ing to the stumps, thus making an almost 
impassable barrier to any one trying to 
come to the camps. 
When we encamp in 


a place where there can be the least danger 
of the rebels coming to attack us, the first' 
labor we perform is to fall trees iu this man- 
ner, the distance of bug cannon range all 
around the points of our encampment, 
where an attack could possibla be made.— 
We have felled groves in the way I have 
described, and made the trees all fall from 
the camp, whea had we fallen them one by 
one nearly half of them would have fallen 
towards it. 
An observer would think him- 


self iu a land of wonder were he to be look- 
ing un a grove when we cut it down—one 
moment he would see it all standing, the 
nest all leveled to the earth ; one moment 
his view would be limited by Its-grove, tho 
next an almost unbounded tract of'country 
aid open to his vision. I believe that were 
every regiment iu Virginia to chop as much 
as ihe Fifth Wisconsin and Sixth Maine 
mve there would uot be a tree as large as a 
hoe handle stnndiug in all of the " Old Do- 
ninion " in three weeks. 


We have a method by which we warm 


ur tents, now that the cold weather and 


fall raius render fires necessary. 
We dig a 


hole about two feet square in one corner of 
the tent, and from the top of it dig a trench 
through/the tent and about four or six feet 
outside of it, then we cover tho trench 
with fiat stones, when they are to be found 
and when not, then we take a'green tree 
aud split it open for a cover to the trench 
thuu cover it with dirt, leaving the fire- 
place open ; for a chimney we take a barrel 
and take out both heads, place it over the 
outer end of tho trench which is left open 
aud the machine is ready for use. 
Two 


men can make one of these fire-places or 
stoves (as we call them) in an hour, and 
thus we are enabled to keep our teuts both 
dry and warm. 


Reviews and inspections are the ordnr of 


the day now, and to see some of them would 
do you good. We were reviewed by Gen. 
Smith on the 25th inst., by'Gen. Hancock 
011 the 2Gth, and on both occasions wet 
highly'complimented by both Generals,— 
To-day we are being mustered by the Lieu 
Colonel of the Pennsylvania 79th regiment 
and Capts. Clark, Hibbard and Berrens at- 
mustering the other regiments in this brig 
ade. 
We moved from the side hill where 


we first encamped, to this place on the 24th 
and arenow on one of the bestcamp grounds 
in this region. We have a plenty of room 
and the ground is dry and sandy, and when 
it rains the slope of tbe land carries nil the 
water off immediately. 
The place we left 


was wet and suit, and when it rained, (as it 
did every day we were there,) the mud would 
be nearly knee deep in onr streets, and one 
woull need a mud-boat to cross thorn in 
On the afternoou of the 24tb w9 went near- 
ly out to Vienna, and captured eight rebels, 
some of the men went beyond tbe village, 
but there was no resistance offered to them' 
We have captured Grennell, the man who 
preached Jackson's funeral sermon ; he of- 
fered one thousand dollars for our guide 
(Sage), but Sage has had the pleasure of 
getting him, instead of being the one cap- 
tured. 
The health of the men here is get- 


ting better than it was one weak ago, and 
should the preaent pleasant weather last, 
we will nearly all be in" fighting order " in 
a couple of weeks.

Where breathes the foe but falls before us? 


With Freedom's soil beneath our feet, 


And Freedom's banner streaming o'er us! 


The Removal of Gen. Fremont. 


At last, after many weeks labor in pre- 


paring the public inind, Gen. Fremont has 
been removed. If this had been done af- 
ter the war department had obtained satis- 
factory information that Fremont was either 
incapable or corrupt, in a quiet manner, in 
the nsn&l way, the public would have been 
satisfied, until a court martial had revealed 
the whole truth. But the cowardly and 
sneaking manner in which charges have 
been .made jagaiust him, by the secretary ol 
war and his clerk Thomas, by the associa- 
ted telegraphic despatches which have the 
sanction of 'a government censor, and by 
presses in the secrets of the war depart- 
ment, are evidences that the commander ol 
the western department is the victim of a 
conspiracy which has long been organized 
to put him out of the way for some other 
reason than because he is incompetent. 
Somebody at Washington was afraid of 
him because he was gaining the hearts of 
the people by prosecuting the war with a 
vigor too robust and direct to suit the tor- 
turous and compromising disposition of 
mere politicians. Hence his removal. 


The cruel manner in which Gen. Fre- 


mont has been pursued by his enemies in 
the rear, while organizing his army and 
during his march in pursuit of his other 
braver and more manly foes in front, has 
culminated at last in depriving him of his 
command,* just on the eve of battle. Even 
while the rebels attack his sentinels at night, 
comes an order that be mast give up all his 
cherished plans and labors, and turn his back 
upon the field on which ie had hoped to 
convict bis enemies of the slanders so lav- 
ishly heaped upon him. 
Could they not 


give him this single opportunity to redeem 
his name from the odium cast upon it by 
falsehood .and detraction ? 


The touching devotion of his army to 


him on this trying occasion is an evidence 
far more weighty as to his ability to com- 
mand and of the faithful and competent 
discharge of his duties, than any thing else 
that could have been offered. His soldiers 
and officers know him and i.re good judges 
of capacity. And-his noble appeal to them 
to continue their support to their new com- 
mander, (although he is a bitter enemy,) 
shows that he is ready now as ever to forget 
self, in discharging his whole duty to his 
country. 


We deeply regret the course pursued to- 


wards Gen. Fremont. The public mind ia 
everywhere exasperated in view of its 
injustice,'and we much fear an injury has 
been inflicted upon the cause of the conn- 
try which time will hardly efface. It leads 
•as to fear that cowardice, imbecility and 
treachery are characteristic!: of at least a 
portion of the administration as it is now 
constituted. Apprehending this where can 
we place onr .confidence. 


THE FREWONT PURCHASE OP ARMS.— 


The charge of Adjutant-General Thomas 
about Gen. Fremont's purchase of arms in 
Europe, is disposed of by a writer to the 
New York Tribune, who states, from posi- 
tive knowledge, that the purchase was 2,000 
rifles, 500 revolvers, 8 rifled cannon, with 
shot and shell, and 2,000,000 percussion 
caps; and that the rifles were so highly 
approved that Secretary Cameron sent an 
order to Mr. Adams and Mr. Dayton to 
buy 20,000 more of the same kind; that Mr 
Schuyler, the special agent afterward sent 
out by the government to bay arms, offered 
to buy 100,000 rifles of the same pattern, 
and did boy all be could. Also, that Gen. 
Fremont paid $16 for the rifles, and want- 
ed to buy 100.000 more, and could have 
bought them at the same price, but was not 
permitted by the government; and that 
they have since been sold by other parties 
to the government at 427 each. 


The arms -which Gen. Fremont did bay, 


amounted to bnt $50,000 or $60,000; and 
an Adjutant-General ought to know better 
than to give currency in his official report 
to a story that somebody wrote, that on 
this purchase his share of the profits was 
$30,006.—Cincinnati Gazette, 


Adjutant General Thomas reports that 


Gen. Fremont has taken the field within- 
sufficient equipment, clothing and transpor- 
tation for his army. This is a singular 
specification in a charge against Gen. Fre- 
mont. No one knows better than Adjutant 
General Thomas and the Secretary of War 
why Gen. Fremont's army is unprovided 
with the means necessary to its success and 
efficiency. For two months Gen. Fremont 
has had no money to purchase equipments; 
and the department was careful that he 
should have no credit by telegraphing all 
over the country that his requisitions had 
been rejected; if anybody is to be remov- 
ed for the insufficient equipment of Gen. 
Fremont's army, or for its suffering or fail- 
ure in consequence of its want of clothing 
or means of transportation, it is not Gen. 
Fremont who should suffer the penalty. 
Another instance which shows how the zeal 
of Adjutant General Thomas causes him 
to scatter in his charges is one which ac- 
cuses Gen. Fremont in one place of hurry- 
ing the purchase and inspection of mules, 
and in another charges him '.with incompe- 
tency for ordering Gen. Hunter to move 
with forty-one wagons, when Gen. Hunter 
had bnt forty moles.—Cincinnati Gazette.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 5. 


This afternoon's Times has some partic- 


ulars of the late fight at Gauley Bridge. 
The engagement was not a general battle, 
>nt rather a warm skirmish in which the 
enemy were repulsed with great loss. The 
action commenced by the rebels, who open- 
ed two batteries on our lines near Gauley 
Bridge, bnt though the firing continued all 
day little or no damage was done—not one 
man being killed. Late in the day our ar- 
illery was brought to bear, and the rebel 
ire was soon silenced. 


A train was fired upon about the same 


time, some miles up the river, and three 
men killed. On Friday night Benham's 
>rigade moved down the river to Gauley 
Bridge and ferried across in a flat boat 
which the rebels had previously sunk. He 
moved along the base of the hill upon which 
Ihe rebel batteries had been planted, interni- 
ng to go down as far as Lonp Creek, three 
or four miles below, where there is a gap 
in the mountains, through which is a road 
leading to the rear of where the rebels are 
encamped. 


Removal of Fremont. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Nov. 3. 


Yesterday small bodies of the enemy 


came within twelve miles of us, and news 
was received of the approach of their ad- 
vance, 28,000 strong. Preparations were 
making to go out and attack them, when 
Gen. Fremont received the unconditional 
order from Washington relieving him of 
iis command. Simultaneously came the 
newspapers announcing the fact. 
The in- 


telligence spread like wild fire throughout 
:he camps, and created indescribable ex- 
citement and indignation. Great numbers 
of officers signified their intention to resign 
at once, and many companies laid down 
their arms declaring they would fight under 
no one bnt Fremont. The General 8pent 
much of the afternoon expostulating with 
the officers, and urging them by their pat- 
riotism and personal regard for him, not to 
abandon their posts. He also issued the 
bl lowing farewell order to the troops:

The feeling ran intensely high during 


the whole of last evening, and there was 
mutiny almost everywhere. The various 
bands serenaded the general, and whenever 
he appeared he was greeted with cheers. 
Although after notifying Gen. Hunter, as 
his order directed, he had no longer com- 
mand over the troops, he spent several 
hours in making personal examination of 
the ground about the city, to be prepared 
for a battle, and in accordance with a writ- 
ten request from all the brigadier generals 
here, he remained through the night to lead 
the army in case of an attack. 
All the 


troops slept on their arms, many officers 
remained up all night, and an attack was 
hourly expected ; but nothing more occur- 
red than the firing on our pickets on two 
different roads. The enemy are now en- 
camped on the old Wilson creek battle 
ground. 


Gen. Fremont is prepared to leave for 


St. Louis, and will go as soon as General 
Pope arrives, who has been sentfforward 
and will take command till General Hunter 
gets here. -J Universal gloom prevails 
throughout the camps. A battle will un- 
doubtedly occur before long. Our troops 
will meet the enemy firmly, but they are 
disheartened and have lost their enthusiasm. 
The body guard, who could not have been 
induced to remain, and who will now dis- 
band, as the terms of their enlistment 
permit, 
accompany General Fremont, 


and also hia entire staff, including General 
Asboth, commander of the first division. 
Gen. Fremont will permit no demonstration 
from the troops on his departure. 


BOSTON, Nov. it. 


The vote at the Massachusetts election, 


to-day, was remarkably small, not much 
over half of that of last year. The vote of 
Boston for governor is as follows :—An- 
drew, 5,917 ; Davis, democrat, 5,281.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 5. 


The steam gun-boat Florida, one of the 


naval expedition, has returned to the navy 
yard disabled. 
She left the expedition on 


Friday night off Cape Fear. She reports 
that the fleet encountered a heavy gale soon 
after leaving Hampton, but it died out on 
Wednesday, and again revived on Thursday 
from the southeast. On Thursday night 
the machinery of the Florida was disabled, 
but not seriously, and can be repaired in 
three days, when she will resume her voy- 
age. She had ne troops on board. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5. 


It appears from the official statement that 


the amount of drafts upon the treasury last 
month was $10,500,000, of which 6,600,- 
000 were drawn from New Yerk. 
The un- 


available bullion fund is $902,000. The 
total balance to the dredit of the United 
States treasury in the states, now under in- 
surrectionary control, is stated at $6,500,- 
000, 
and after making a deduction for the 


unavailable gives the available balance 
$4,500,000. 


ST. JOHNS, N. P., Oct. 4. 


Parties have again commenced cutting 


the telegraph wires. It was cut Sunday, 
and again yesterday. There has been more 
rioting at Harbor Grace. One policeman 
was killed, and others badly wounded. A 
man-of-war has gone there, and a detach- 
ment of troops will soon follow.

withdrawn to Richmond, and others expect- 
ed to follow. 


About 14,000 Maryland voters are believ- 


ed to be in the rebel army. The piece par- 
ty will poll a heavy vote in the southern 
connties, but the Union ticket is sure to 
carry the state by a large majority. 


The rebels are thought to be building a 


large number of flat boats at Qnintoc cn-ek. 


Herald's dispatch.—A scout from Vir- 


ginia reports Beauregard's army stationed 
to the right of Braddbck's road, between 
Fairfax and Centerville, 100,000 strong, 
with 200 pieces of artillery, bnt indifferent- 
ly manned and cannpniers undisciplined. 
The quartermaster's department is deficient 
in wagons and many troops barefoot. The 
Virginia troops are dispirited ; those whose 
term of enlistment has expired wont re-en- 
list and desert every day. Scouting parties 
from Gen. Smith's division, in the direction 
of Fairfax Court House, report that the 
rebel pickets have advanced within a mile 
and a half of Vienna. A considerable reb- 
el force is at Fairfax Court House, and 
rebel troops are being thrown west to the 
vicinity of Leesbnrg. 


FORT MONROE, Nov. 4. 


The following extract is from the Rich- 


mond Examiner of Nov. 4th, and is from 
the report of Capt. Hunter, dated off the 
coast of North Carolina, in the confederate 
steamer Curlew, Oct. 30th : 


At dawn yesterday we started, and on 


our way looked in at Beacon Island, Ocean 
Creek, but saw nothing with certainty of 
the enemy at or near either point. We 
then started for Hatteras Inlet, when, near 
the position of the inner buoy, the enemy 
opened fire upon us from the fort and two 
or three of their steamers, without injuring 
us. In coming within easy range we sight- 
ed the rifled gun at the Harriet Lane and 
lired. The fort and steamers continued to 
fire at us as rapidly as possible. We fired 
six shells, and the steam gun at them five 
times. It is uncertain whether the enemy 
sustained any injury. 
The vandals fired 


23 shells at us, only one of which came 
near. Feeling that I had carried out the 
spirit of your instructions, I withdrew and 
waited within half a mile of the buoy, hop- 
ing to draw the steamers outside. 
When 


we fired the steam gun the fort returued 
the shot. We stood back and fired another 
shell and took our departure. 
All bands 


displayed great enthusiasm, and seemed de- 
lighted when one steamer began moving 
towards us. There were at anchor inside 
16 sailing vessels and 3 steamers." 


The steamer Spaulding is hourly expected 


at Fort Monroe, and we will then have the 
news of the fight. Nothing has been heard 
from Hatteras for two weeks. 


The Richmond Examiner of Nov. 4th, 


says the work on the Merrimac is still un- 
completed, and there are great complaints 
of the imperfection of the iron work, as 
fur- 


nished by the foundry *'iere, and adds : "It 
is certainly high time she was completed." 


The correspondent of the Examiner com- 


plains that Gov. Letcher, who had vUited 
the Peninsula to look after the situation, 
had done nothing on arriving there but eat, 
hunt, fish and drink.

DEAR GAZETTE :—Having noticed in a 


Gazette a few days since, the manner in 
which the Maine boys cut down trees,! will 
tell yon how the Badger boys cut down the 
groves which shelter the retreats of the 
rebels. Although the Pipe State boys are 
shrewd choppers, having been brought ap 
with an axe in their hands, and while I 
would not underrate them as laborers, still, 
judging from what I have seen here in 
" Dixie," I must contend that the Badger 
boys are equal to, if not superior to them in 
that kind of business. We cut away a 
grove "in this manner:—We first find ont 
the direction we wish the trees to fall, then 


cut. all of them a little more than half 
off, 


and when we have been through the grove 
in this manner, then at the word we start 
three or four trees on one side of the grove, 
which will fall the right way, and as they

Hereafter we shall uot fall on those trees next to them, they too 
receive at par the notes of any Wisconsin I fall in the required direction, and thus the 
banka that are not as readily convertible I whole grove goes down at once, in one im- 
as oar own. The following are now re-1 passable mass. We always try to fall all of 


the trees in a grove the same way, (the 
tops from the camp) and leave them hang- 
ing to the stumps, thus making an almost 
impassable barrier to any one trying to 
come to the camps. When we encamp in 
a place where there can be the least danger 
of the rebels coming to attack us, the first' 
labor we perform is to fall trees in this man- 
ner, the distance of long cannon range all 
around the points of onr encampment, 
where an attack could possible be made. 
We have felled groves in the way I have 
described, aud made the trees all fall from 
the camp, when had we fallen them one by 
one uearly half of them would have fallen 
towards it. 
Au observer would think him- 


self iu a land of wonder were he to be look- 
ing on a grove when we cut it down—one 


of Grant | moment he would see it all standing, the 


next all leveled to the earth ; one moment 
his view would be limited by the grove, the 
next au almost unbounded tract of country 
laid open to his vision. I believe that were 
every regiment in Virginia to chop as much 
as the Fifth Wisconsin and Sixth Maine 
have there would not be a tree as large as a 
hoe handle standing in all of the " Old Do- 
minion " iu three weeks. 


We have a method by which we warm 


our tents, now that the cold weather and 
fall raius render fires necessary. We dig a 
hole about two feet square in one corner of 
the tent, aud from the top of it dig a trench 
tkrough'the tent and about four or six feet 
outside of it. then we cover tha trench 
with flat stones, when they are to be found, 
and when not, then we take a green tree
